ORDER 


It has been brought to the notice ofthe Government that in terms of the 
Governmet Order read as first paper , almost all the flood victims whose 
monthly income was below Rs. 300 have been given ex -gratia payments of 
Rs. 600 in respect of houses fully damaged and Rs. 300 or assessed damage 
whichever was less in respect of partly damaged houses by the Revenue 
Department and that in accordance with the Government Orders read as 
second and third papers, even victimswho have sustained heavy losses would 
be ineligible for the housing subsidy extended therein . At the sametime, 
personswho have sustained loss and who were ineligible for assistance from 
the Revenue Department on the ground that their monthly income was 
above Rs. 300 would be eligible for the housing subsidy in terms of the 
Government Orders read as secund and third papers. This has resulted in 
the victimswhose financial position is better getting up to Rs. 1000 while 
those who are poor will have to be satisfied with either Rs 600 or Rs 300 
as the case may be , in accordance with theGovernment Order read as first 
paper .

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2. Further, the stipulation in para I (c ) in the Government Order 
read as second paper disentitles those who have repaired their houses fully 
or partially by raising funds on their own . The Secretary , Board of Revenue 
has also specifically pointed out that the possibility of a flood affected person 
retaining his damaged houses without repairs till this distance of time is 
rather remote . In the circumstances, it has been urged that the limiting 
factors introduced in para 1 (b ), (c) and (d ) of the Government Order read 
as second paper above , may be taken away subject to the condition that the 
total assistance, i.e. the assistance already received from the Revenue Depart 
ment and the housing subsidy in terms of paral (a ) of the Government Order 
read as second paper is limited to a maximum of Rs. 1000 in each case or 
40 % of the estimated cost of damages whichever is less . 

3. Government have reviewed the position in the circumstances ex 
plained in paras 1 & 2 . They find that there is a case for lifting the restrictions 
imposed in the Government Order read as second paper in the circumstances 
pointed out in paras 1 & 2 if the object of extending the housing subsidy is to 
be achieved . Government therefore order that the restrictions in para 1 (b ) 
(c) and ( d ) of the Government Order read as second paper will be relaxed to 
enable all those whose houses have been damaged by floods during June-July 
1980 subject to the following conditions: 
(1) The ex -gratia payment received from the Revenue Department 

in terms of the Government Order read as first paper and the 
housing subsidy in accordance with the Government Order 
read as second paper as modified shall not exceed Rs. 1000 

(Rupees one thousand only ) in each case ; 
(2) The total assistance shall not exceed 40 % of the estimated cost 

of damages in any case ; and 
(3) The list of persons whose houses have been damaged in the 

floods during June-July 1980 shall be drawn up in accordance 

with this order . 
4. The District Collectors will see that immediate action is taken to 
release the housing subsidy in accorJance with this Order . They will report 
the details of expenditure to the Secretary, Board of Revenue who will con 
solidate them and transmit the same to the Revenue (K ) Department with 
copy to the Housing (J) Department to enable the Government to claim 
central assista ace on this behalf . The Board of Revenue will guide the 
operations during the remaining days of the current year with an attentive 
regard to all aspects involved .

- Whereas the Government of Kerala are of 
opinion that it is necessary and expedient so to do for maintaining the 
supplies of certain essential commodities other than foodstuffs , and for 
securing their equitable distribution and availability at fair prices; 

Now , therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by subsections (1) 
and (2 ) of section 3 of the Essential Commodities Act, 1955 , (Central Act 
10 of 1955 ), read with the orders of the Government of India in the 
Ministry of Industry and Civil Supplies ( Department of Civil Supplies and 
Co-operation ) Numbers S. O. 681 (E ) and 682 (E ) dated the 30th 
November , 1974 published in the Gazette of India Extraordinary , Part II 
section 3 subsection (ii ) dated the 30th November, 1974 the Government of 
Kerala hereby make the following Order, namely : 

1. Short title, extent and commencement.- (1) This Order may be 
called the Kerala Essential Commodities (Maintenance of Accounts and 
Display of Prices and Stocks) Order 1980 . 

(2 ) It extends to the whole of the State ofKerala 

( 3 ) It shall come into force at once 
2. Definitions . - In this 

order , 

the context otherwise 
requires : 

(a ) " dealer" means a person carrying on the business of purchase 
or sale of all or any of the essential commodities whether wholesale or retail 
and whether or not in conjunction with any other business, and includes a 
manufacturer and a commission agent engaged in any such business ; 

(b ) " Enforcement Officer ” means any person appointed by 
order of the Government as EnforcementOfficer in respect of such area as 
may be specified in such order, and where no such person has been 
appointed ia any area, any officer of the Civil Supplies Department not 
below the rank of Rationing Inspector or any Officer of the Police Depart 
ment not below the rank of Sub Inspector having jurisdiction in the area ; 

(c) " essential commodity " means any of the commodities specified 
in the schedule to this order ; 

(d ) " retail dealer" means a dealer who sells any of the esseatial 
commodities to a person other than a dealer; 

(e ) “ wholesale dealer " means a dealer who is not a retail dealer. 
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3. Maintenance of Accounts.- (1) Every dealer shall mainwain a 
register on the daily account of his stock of essential commodities showing 
correctly. 

(a) the opening stock on cach day : 
(b ) the quantities received during the day showing the place from 

where and the source from which the same are received ; 
(c) the quantities delivered or otherwise removed during the day 

showing the places of destination; and 
(d ) the closing stock at the end of the day . 

(2 ) Every dealer shall complete his accounts for cach day before the 
commencement ofbusiness on the next working day, unless prevented by 
reasonable cause, the burden of proving which shall be upon him . 

(3) Every dealer shall furnish a fortnightly return of accounts of the 
essential commodities dealt with by him in the form appended to this order 
to the Taluk Supply Officer/ City Rationing Officer of the Civil Supplies 
Department having jurisdiction over the area in which the dealer is 
having business. 

4. Dealer not to withhold stocks from sale.- No dealer shall withhold 
from sale, any essential commodity ordinarily kept for sale. 

5. Dealers to issue receipt, invoice, or cash memo. - Every dealer shall issue 
to every purchaser a correct receipt or invoice or cash memo, as the case 
may be showing his own name and address , the date of transaction , the 
name of the essential commodity and the quantity sold , the price per unit of 
sale, and the total amount charged and shall keep the duplicate ofthe same 
to be available for inspection : 

Provided that in respect of any essential commodity declared scarce by 
the Commissioner of Civil Supplies, Kerala , the dealer shall, in addition to 
the details given in the receipt, invoice or cash memo, mention the name 
and address of the buyer, and also obtain the signature of the buyer on it : 

Provided further that for sales involving less than one rupee, a receipt, 
invoice or cash memo need not be issued . 

6. Display of stocks and prices.- (1) Every dealer shall exhibit at the 
entrance or someother conspicuous part of his place of business a statement 
indicating the stocks of essential commodities in his possession available for 
sale at the commencement of each working day . 

(2 ) Every dealer shall display at he entrance or other conspicuous 
part of his place of business on a special board to be maintained for this 
purpose the price at which each essential commodity is offered for sale. 

(3) The statement of stock and the statement of price displayed 
under sub -clause (1) and (2 ) shall specify the name of the essential com 
midity in English 

in Malayalam or in any other 
language understood by the majority of the consumers in the area concerned 
and the price in the international form of Indian numorals . 
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(4 ) Subject to the provisions of sub clause (3) a dealer may maintain 
and display the statement of stocks and the statement of price in more than 
one of such languages if he so desires. 

7 Dealer to give facilities for inspection . - Every dealer shall give all 
facilities at all reasonable times to any Enforcement officer for inspection of 
his stocks and accounts at any shop , godown or other place used by him for 
the storage, sale or purchase of any essential commodity. 

8 . Power of entry, search and seizure .- (1) The Enforcement Officer 
may with a view to securing compliance with this order, or to satisfying 
himself that the provisions of this order have not been contravened 

(a ) enter into and search any premises, vehicles, vessels or other 
conveyances in which he has reason to believe that contravention of this 
order has been , is being or is about to be, committed ; 

(b ) Seize the stock of any essential commodity along with the 
packages, coverings, or receptacles in which such essential commodity is 
found and the animals, vehicles, vessels or other conveyances used in carry 
ing such essential commodity in respect of which the officer has reason to 
believe that a contravention of this order has been, is being or is about to 
be, committed . 

(2 ) Any Court trying a contravention of this order may direct that 
the stock of any essential commodity in respect of which the Court is 
satisfied that this order has been contravened and all packages, coverings or 
receptacles in which such essential commodity is found and every animal, 
vehicle, vessel or other conveyance used in carrying such essential 
commodity shall be forfeited to the Government.
